pearance it looked as if some crooked 


work was done with the contractor. 


Eventually different 
parties 
placed 


liens upon the houses. 
L. Blank, who 


recently 
committed 
suicide in San 


Francisco, 
held a mortgage on the 


property. 
H . W. Taylor got a judg­ 


ment against the property. 
From too 


long a delay the liens got behind the 


mortgages and were all lost. T h e 


property has been tied up in the Courts 


almost 
from the commencement of its 


improvement.

only occupied from 
time to 
time by 


tramps. 
It is supposed 
that the f/re 


was incendiary work.

There seems to be a good deal of 
comment of late in regard to the Hav 
ward Electric Cars, because that line 
is now carrying the United States mail 


and 
Wells Fargo & Co's express. A 
large number of communications have 
appeared in the papers and numerous 
property owners fear that their pro[>- 
erty will be ruined if the Hayward line 


. is allowed to carry freight in the shape 
of express matter. It looks as though 
the property owners in Oakland were 
needlessly alarmed. 
The car that is 
used for carrying the mail is a com 
bination express and smoker, and is 
bttitt on the same lines as a passenger 


car and is not unsightly and its being 
attached to an electric car will never 
htlrt any of the property in Oakland 


but on the contrary will help it. The 
Haywards Une is doing more for Oak­ 
land than any other line in the county. 
Nearly all the people living in the 
neighborhood of San Leandro, San 
Lorenzo, 
Haywards, 
Fruitvale and 
East Oakland used to go to San Fran 
cisco and make their purchases, taking 
thousands of dollars each year out of 
Since the advent of the 
this has been changed 
ftgd the Oakland business man thrives 


and property has increased in value. 


In order to increase this trade the 
electric road has put on a neat and 
sightly car in order to carry light ex­ 
press, or in, other words, to carry home 
the purchases made by the people 
who have visited Oakland. 
This is 


: not a freight business by any means, 
it is simply an accommodation for the 
thousands of people who visit Oakland 
each month and le%ve their money 
there. 


There can be no depreciation of 
property in Oakland by the running of 


an express car on the electric road be­ 
tween Oakland and Haywards.

Whenever 
meats, especially the heavy and indiges­ 
tible class, are to be employed aa food, 
the cook increases their assimilative 
character by the nse of peptouiferous 
tripe aud vinegar. 
I have often ont of 
curiosity examined the numerous made 
dishes uf tbe Mongolian cuisine with a 
view to ascertaining their constitution. 
Whether it was soups or stews, ragouts 
or fricassoes, pot roasts or boiled, I have 
found tripe finely shredded or thinly 
sliced in three dishes out of every five. 
The ratio was largest i n households of 
wealth, where well paid c o o k s were the 
rule, and 
H m a l l e s t 
i n those where the 
conditions were otherwise. As they dis­ 
covered the peptic virtue of tripe in all 
food animals, they likewise found the 
samo quality in tho gizzard of the b i r d 
kingdom. They have employed the giz­ 
zard even more liberally in their cook­ 
ing than they have the tripe, and they 
regard i t , as is tho scientific truth, as 
the most valuable of all animal tissues.

Its name is derived 
from two Greek words, signifying " a 
beautiful black," because in its prepara­ 
tion a black powder is the first step in 
the manufacture, being produced by rub­ 
bing mercury together with corrosrvo 
sublimate.
